Everett,  paster  of 
the’ church  for  more  than  nine 
years,  says  that  perhaps  the 
greatest  single  factor  bchind'tbe 
building  of  this  beautiful  new 
church  was  the  faith  of  a  lay¬ 
man  named  Henry  S.  Lay.  Mr. 
Lay's  devoted  wife  and  com¬ 
panion,  who  died  last  year,  had 
always  dreamed  of  seeing  a  new 
building  where  the  former 
church  stood  —  a  50-y ear-old 
one  room,  white  frame  building 
to  which  four  small  Sunday 
School  rooms  had  been  added 
through  the  years.  Following  his 
wife’s  death;  Henry  Lay  be¬ 
came  more  and  more  anxious  to 
see  a  new  house  of  wo.|ihlp 
erected  on  that  site.'And  while 
a  building  fund  of  $3400  had 
been  accumulated  over  a  few 
years,  with  members  donating 
an  acre  of  corn,  a  March-born

The  pastor  had  long  realized 
the  need  of  a  more  adequate 
building  to  meet  the  needs  -of 
this  growing  community,  and, 
inspired  by  the  faith  of  Mr.  Lay 
and  a  small  group  of  others, 
he  appointed  a  new  Building 
i  Committee,  naming  Henry  Lay 
as  chairman.  Things  began  hap¬ 
pening  fast  then,  for  the  very 
_  next  week  Chairman  Lav  stood 
up'  before  the  congregation  at 
the  evening  worship  hour  and 
made  a  startling  announee- 
"The  Building  Committee  would 
like  for  all  of  you  folks  to 
meet  us  here  in  the  morning  to 
begin  tearing  down  the  .old 
church.”

Old  and  young,  men  and  wo¬ 
men  alike  give  hours  of  time 
pulling  nails,  cleaning  and  sort¬ 
ing  lumber,  clearing  -the 
grounda.

JESUS  DEMANDS  A  CHOICE

Luke  18:18  to  19:18 

The  supreme  Issue  confront¬ 
ing  every  man  is  his  response  to 
Jesus  Christ.  Tljis  is  as  true  now 
a;  it  was  in  the  days  of  his 
flesh,  the  rich  young  ruler 
came  with  his  earnest  inquiry 
about  eternal  life.  Jesus  took 
advantage  of  his  response  to 
declare  an  awful  warning  a 
bout  the  peril  of  riches,  not  be¬ 
cause  riches  are  inherently 
wrong  but  because  men  are  so 
easily  enslaved  by  them 

Once  again,  Jesus  announced 
to  his  disciples  his  forthcom 
tag  crucifixion  and  resurrection; 
— a  fact  which  they  could  not 
comprehend.  Passing  through 
Jericho,  he  healed  a  blind  beg- 

_ gar  and  led  Zaccheus  to  glori 

ous  conversion.  In  these  dramat¬ 
ic  events  there  was  a  crescendo 
of  truth  about  spiritual  salva- 
.  tion.  _ 

I.  A  Seeking  Sinner  (vv.  1-4) 

_ Since  the  whole  system  of  | 

collecting  taxes  was  carried  on 
by  greed  and  extortion,  we  can 
safely  assume  that  Zaccheus  had 
become  rich  by  shrewd  and 
merciless  dealings  with  his  de¬ 
puty  tax  collectors  and  with  the 
people  generally.  He  was  so 
eager  to  see  Jesus. that  he  ig- 

-  nored  the  almost  universal  con¬ 
tempt  and  hatred  of/  the  peo¬ 
ple  of  Jericho  in  order  Jo  join 
the  crowd.  Then.' because  of  the 
crowd,, Jte  forgot  his  promi¬ 
nence  as  a  chief  tax-collector 
and  did  a  boyish  thing  —  cliinb- 

-  ed  a  sycamore  tree  to  see  Jesus 
as  he  passed. 

What  explains  his  anxious¬ 
ness  to  see  Jesus?  He  was  rich 
In  worldly  goods,  but  poor  in 
his  soul.  As  hr  saw  poor  people 
losing  their  homes  to  pay  extor¬ 
tionate  taxes  he  must  have  felt 
the  wrath  of  God  resting  on 
h:m. 

II.  Seeking  a  Saviour  (w.  5-7) 

Jesus  wanted  a  Jodgiitg  place. 
Dut,  far  njore.  he  wanted  to 
save  lost  men.  He  was  alert  to 
i.-.y  opportunity  to  show  kind¬ 
ness  to  the  despised  and  out¬ 
cast,  to  encourage  the  lonely, 
and  to*  show  his  concern  for 
guilty  sinn-rs.  Jesus  ignored 
all  the  animosity  of  the  Jews 
toward  Zaccheus  by  indicating 
that  he  warned  to  be  a.  guest  in 
his  heme.  No  wonder  Zaccheus 
hastened  down  from  the  tree 
and  received  Jesus  with  unres¬ 
trained  jiy.

ACCUSED  OF  PRINTING  HERESY 


(17th  Century  Frees) 

AILESBURG,  England,  Oc¬ 
tober  8,  1684  —  (BP)  —  Benja¬ 
min  Reach,  a  Baptist  preacher, 
has  been  Indicted  on  a  charge 
of  printing  a  book,  ostensibly 
for  children,  which  contains 
“damnable  positions"  contrary 
to  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer 
of  the  Church  of  England. 

Reach  was  arrested  at  the 
order  of  Justice  of  the  Peace 
Strafford  and  was  released  un¬ 
der  bond  of  one  hurieflred 
pounds.  All  copies  of  the  book. 

The  Child's  Instructor,  found  at 
Reaches  house  were  seized.  — 

The  Indictment  charges  that 
the  ^“seditious  and  venomous 
book”  contains  the  following 
heresies: ' 

1.  Advocation  of  believer's 
baptism.
